1. ROMANIAN CONSUL IRINOIU INFORMED ROMANIAN DESK MID- 
AFTERNOON SEPTEMBER 12 THAT ARRANGEMENTS HAD BEEN WORKED 
OUT ALLOWING PATRASCU TO RETURN TO ROMANIA. HE EXPRESSED 
ROMANIAN EMBASSY'S APPRECIATION FOR DEPARTMENT S EFFORTS. 

2. US ATTORNEY'S OFFICE IN DETROIT HAS CONFIRMED THAT 
PATRASCU'S BOND HAS BEEN AMENDED TO SHOW HE IS PERMITTED 
TO LEAVE US. BOND REMAINS UNALTERED IN ALL OTHER RESPECTS; 
I.E. PATRASCU REMAINS RELEASED ON PERSONAL BOND WITH
